The fact t h a t Joseph B. E a stm a n , Federal co-ordinntor of transportation , 
recently obtained an a greem ent from railroads to limit salaries of offi­ 
cers to a maximum $00,000 makes it a p p e a r th a t the Federal T ra d e 
Commission’s questionnaire to 2,000 large corporations, asking i n f o rm a ­ 
tion on salaries of executives, is aimed a t similarly limiting salaries in 
all big business. Revelations in Washington that Albert Wiggin, fo rm er 
bead of Chase National Bank, was gra n te d $100,000 annual pension 
upon retirement lust y e a r is said to have sp u rre d the action. Among the 
score or so of industrial leaders who draw a salary in excess of $100,000 
a y e a r a r e Alfred P. Sloan, General Motors head, and Euge ne Grace, 
head of Bethlehem Steel, who drew over $5,000,000 in five years.

pensation of nearly $1,500,000 d u r ­ 
ing the last live years, and was 
g ra n te d an annu al pension of $100,- 
OuO when he retired lust W i n t e r - 
even though the bank was said to be 
losing money — the questionnaire 
has caused something of a flurry in 
the board rooms of m a n y big corpo­ 
ral ions.
